These" men were An- 


drew Helgein and probably Ole Bods- 
berg and Tonness Petersen Lien. Lam- 
phf-re said ha thought he had not rc- 
ceived-as much money for his part in 
disposing of the bodies as he considered 
himself entitled to and that he went to 
thf:. farm house at night with a woman 
chloroformed Mrs. Gunness, her three 
children and Jennie Olsen and robbed 
the house of between 560 and S70. 


The light they used was a candle and 


they left the house without knowing 
they had left behind a spark, that soon 
.burst Into flames. 
Mrs. Gunness' method of hilling her 
victims;.Lamphere said, was first to 
chloroform them as they slept and 
then if the drug did not itself kill, to 
sever the heads of the men with an 
axe.

Schell, former pastor of the Laporte 
Methodist church, now president of the

PAMPERING 
SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


The "no-school" bell rang the other day, and the puzzle was to find 


out why. 
There was a slight flurry of snow, to be sure, but the day was 


ideal, and no child could be injured in the least by going to or coming from 
school. Plow'in the world did 'we manage to live in the old days when there 
was no such n Ihinp as a "no-school" bell? 
The men and women of toda^y 


had to go to school in all kinds of weather when they were children, and it 
.did (hem good. They did not have fancy ventilating- or heating systems and 
they were not pampered ns arc the school children of today, and yet they 
managed (o live and grow into healthy men and women. How in the world 
we escaped the germs and the contamination of a stove-heated school- 
room, to say nolhing of the rigors of a New England winter, is more than 
we can explain. 
There is such a thing as overdoing a fad, and we feel 


satisfied thai the "no-school" hell fad as well as some of the heating and 
ventilating fads arc very much overdone. 


THE STREET CAR "DRUNK." 


The burning question now is what to do with "drunks" on street ears, 


and a serious question it is. If the street railway companies permit drunken 
men, particularly in suburban districts, to ride with decent passengers all 
hours of the night and day, are they imposing on those who should be pro- 
tected from the annoyance and danger that 
always 
follows 
enforced 


association with frenzied, filthy and criminal characters? 
It docs seem as 


if .the riding public should not be obliged to put up with any such discom- 
fort or danger. 
Still on the other hand, what shall we do with the stag- 


gering drunkard who finds himself far from home and unable to walk? He 
offers the price of transportation and wants to be carried to his home. To 
leave him on the roadside would be inhuman, for then he would be likely to 
meet death from frost or be run over in Urn dark by n passing car. 
Tt is 


impossible to hand a "drunk" over to an officer when there is no officer in 
sight. It is impossible for a conductor to .call for help when there are no 
means at his command. It is impractical to patrol a trolley line from one 
end to the other to prevent turbulence and disaster. What then is best to 
do? 
Conductors can be licensed as special policemen, to be sure, but they 


have other duties besides subduing and handcuffing drunken men. In some 
parts of Europo a small vestibule which is in reality a temporary cell is pro- 
vided in certain cars where "drunks" or criminals are chained up until they 
reach the nearest police centre. But this would bo undesirable because 
of the howling and turbulence that such an operation would inflict upon the 
passengers. What then shall we do? Perhaps the only thing to do is to 


. give it up. 


THE TROUBLES OF THE TROLLEY ROADS. 


Many, investors wonder why it is lhat the securities of street railway 


or trolley linos do not command the price or inspire the confidence in the 
market, that is enjoyed by the securities of steam railroads, electric light 
and gas companies and other similar public service corporations. 
The 


reason is very simple. Take (he case of an electric light company: When 
the management finds that the cost, of labor and material has gone up to a 
point where they are unable to earn enough, to pay reasonable dividends, 
together with the interest and principal of (heir bonded obligations, they 
simply raise the rate per kilowatt for power or light, and the public, with- 
out a murmur, pays the price. When n g-tt.g.company findfi.iUsolf in .this same 
condition the price of gas i* advanced, and there is only a temporary howl. 
In the case of the s-tcixni railroad the price of transportation tickets is 
raised and the freight rates are increased just enough lo meet the require- 
ments, and (he public .submits.. 
But with the street railway it is entirely 


different. 
No matter how high the cost, of labor and material may be; no 


matter how many snow storms "or other 'calamities may befall them, any 
attempt to raise the price of street car fares beyond five cents is simply 
impossible, for Ihc public will not submit to it. The street car patron will 
pay five cents and no nioro. lie will walk a mile rather 
than 
pay 
six 


cents for a street car ride. When I lie public, temper is up people can walk 
if they want (o, but it is impossible (o secure gas or electric lighl, or the 
transportation of freight in any other way except by 
paying the 
price 


demanded. 
This is why so many suburban Irolloy lines are in financial 


trouble and why none but (he lines serving congested'centres can show 
earnings which bring ^financial credit, 
lu the congested centres Hie live 


cent, carfare earns u profit, bill, for tho long suburban haul it is a loss in 
nearly every inslancc. 
Were it mil for lh« cinliings made in the Illicitly 


nut-tied localises there is not n slrccl. railway company in the country today 
tliul could meet its obligations and pay dividends. This has perplexed Ihc 
nbScst minds in street railway management for years, and ns yet they nro 
unable lo solve the pui'.i'.li!. Tho lalcst suggestion is lhat. the fare be left at 
live cents everywhere, but Hint Ihc length ol' ride for a nicklo in suburban 
sections bo' sliortoiuid. This will donblloss be li'icd in many places where 
(ho loshCH arc burdensome, bul whelher it will work or not remain* lo bo 
seen. One Ihiug is corlnin, the iiivoslor ol' Ihc I'uliiro will light, shy of the 
sidckmid bonds of street railway companies until union method is devised 


. 1'or |irol Oiling the tiianiin'cnienl. ngninst I lie (hu'tualious in Ihe. cost ol' labor 


and luiitciiii! while Ihc street cnrl'me remains (ixrci nl live cculs. The mini

Traffic on Inland Waters Also 


Discussed *— He Says That a 
Heap of Talking Has Been 
Going on Over "Certain Ques- 
tions" 


Washington, Jan. 14.—President Tnft 


eent tbe following message to con- 
gress: 
To the. Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives: 
In my annual message I reserved 


tbe subject of tlie conservation of our 
national resources for discussion, in a 
special message, as-follows: 


"In several departments there is 


presented tbe necessity for legislation 
looking to the further .conservation of. 
our national resources, and tbe sub- 
ject is one of sucb importance as to 
require a more detailed and extended 
discussion than can be entered upon 
in this communication. For Hint rea- 
son I shall take an early opportunity- 
to send a special .message to congress 
on tbe subject of the improvement of 
our waterways; upon tbe reclamation 
and irrigation, of arid, serolarid and 
swamp lands; upon the preservation 
of our forests and the reforesting of 
suitable areas; upon the reclassilica- 
tion of the public domain with a view 
of separating from agricultural set- ' 
tleineut mineral, coal nud phosphate; 
lands and sites belonging to this gov- 
ernment bordering on streams suitable 
for the utilization of water power." 


In 18GO we had a public deranln of 


1,055,U11,2SS acres. 
We. have now 


731,354,081 acres confined largely to 
flic .mountain ranges and the arid and 
Ki-m'iarid plains. We have in addition' 
3«S,035,97u acres of laud in Alaska. 


The public lands were during the 


earliest- administrations , treated as a 
national asset for the liquidation of 
the public-debt-and as a source of re- 
ward for our soldiers and sailors. 
Later on they wore donated in largo 


amounts in aid of the construction or 
wagon roads and railways in order to 
open up regions in tbe west then al- 
most inaccessible. All the. principal 
land statutes were enacted more than 
a quarter of a century ago. The home- 
stead act, the pre-emption and timber 
culture act, the coal land and the mln- 
| ing acts were among these. The rapid 
' disposition of the public lands under 
tbe early statutes and the lax meth- 
ods of distribution prevailing, due, I 
think, to the belief that these lands 
should rapidly ..pass into private own- 
ership, gave rise to the impression 
that the public domain was legitimate 
prey for the unscrupulous and that it 
was not contrary to good morals to 
circumvent the land laws. This prod- 
igal manner of disposition resulted in 
the passing of large areas of valuable 
land and many of our national re- 
sources into the hands of persons who 
felt little or no responsibility for pro- 
moting the national welfare through 
their development. The truth is that 
titles to millions of acres of public 
lands were fraudulently obtained and 
that the right to recover a large part- 
of such lands for the government long- 
since ceased by reason of statutes of' 
limitation.

Great Public Concern. 


There has developed In recent year?' 


a deep concern in the public mind re-j 
specting the preservation and proper ] 
UGG of our natural resources. This has! 
been particularly directed toward thi'j 
conservation of the resources of the 
public domain. The problem Is how | 
to save and how to utilize, how to 
conserve and still develop, for no 
Bane person can contend that it is for 


the common tood that nature« bli'gs 
Ings ate on]} for unborn generations 


Among; the most noteworthy reforins 


Initiated bj njj distinguished pad* 
cesscr were thu vigorous prosecution of. 
land frauds'and. the bringing uTpublli; 
attention: of the necessity for preserv- 
ing the remaining public domain 'from 
further spoliation, for the maintenance 
and extension of our forest resources 
and for the enactment of laws amend- 
ing the obsolete statutes so as to retain 
governmental control over that part of 
the public domain in whleb there are 
valuable deposits of coal, of oil and of 
phosphate and, In addition thereto, to 


i preserve .control under conditions fa- 
j vorable to the public of tbe lauds along 


I the streams in which the fall of water 


can be made to generate power to be 
transmitted in the form of electricity 
many miles to the point of ils use. 
known as "water power". sites. 


The investigations Into violations of 


the public land laws and tbe prosecu- 
tion of laud frauds have been vigor- 
ously continued under my administra- 
tion, as has been the withdrawal of 
coal lands for classification and valua- 
tion and tbe temporary withholding of 
p'ower sites. 


Since 
-March . 4, 
3000, temporary 


withdrawals of power sites have been 
made on 102 streams, and these with- 
drawals therefore cover 229 per cent 
more streams than were covered by 
the withdrawals made prior to tbat 
date. 


The present statutes, except so far 


ns they dispose of the precious metals 
and the .purely agricultural lands, are 
not adapted to carry out the modern 
view of the best disposition of public 
lands to private ownership under con- 
ditions offering on tbe one hand suffi- 
cient Inducement to private capital to 
take them ov.er for proper develop- 
ment, with restrictive conditions on 
the other which shall secure to the 
public that character of control which 
will prevent a monopoly or misuse of 
the lands or their products: 


The power of the secretary of the 


interior to withdraw from the opera- 
tion of existing statutes tracts of land, 
the disposition of which under such 
statutes would be detrimental to the 
public interest, is not clear or satis- 
factory. 
This'power has. been exer- 


cised In the interest of tbe public, 
with tbe hope that congress might af- 
firm the action of the executive by 
laws adapted to the new conditions. 
Unfortunately, congress has not thus, 
far fully -acted on the • recommenda- 
tions of tbe executive, and the ques- 
tion as to -what the executive is to do 
Is, under the circumstances, full of 
filfllculty. 


It seems to me tbat it is the duty 


nf congress now, by a statute, to vali- 
date the withdrawals which have been 
made by the secretary of the interior 
and the president and to authorize the 
secretary of the interior temporarily 
to withdraw lands pending submission 
to congress of recommendations as to 
legislation to meet' conditions or emer-

Should ClKMify L»ndi 


One of the most pressing needs In 


the mattet of public land reform Is 
that -lards; should be classified accord- 
ing to their principal value or use. 
This ought to be doneby that •depart- 
ment whose force ii) best adapted to 
that work. It should be done by the 
interior department through the geo- 
logical survey. 
Much of the confu- 


sion, fraud1 and contention which has 
existed In the past has arisen from tho 
lack of. an official and determinative 
classification'.of' the public lands and 
their contents.: 
. • 


It is now proposed to dispose of ag- 


ricultural-lands as sucli ami-at tho 
same time to reserve for other dis- 
position the treasure of coal, oil, as- 
phaltum, natural gas and phosphate 
contained therein. This may be best 
accomplished by separating the right 
to mine from the title' to the surface, 
giving the necessary use of so much 
of the latter as may; be required for 
the extraction of the deposits. The 
surface might be disposed of as agri- 
cultural land under the. general agri- 
cultural statutes, while the coal or 
other mineral could be disposed of by 
lease on a royalty basis, with provi- 
sions requiring a' certain amount of 
development each year, and in order 
to prevent the use and cession of such 
lands with others of similar charac- 
ter so as to constitute a monopoly for- 
bidden by law the. lease ..should con- 
tain-suitable provision subjecting to 
forfeiture the interest of persons par- 
ticipating In such monopoly. 
Sucb 


law should apply to Alaska as well 
as to the United States. 


It is exceedingly difficult to frame a 


statute to retain government control 
over a property to be developed by 
private capital In such a manner as to 
secure the governmental purpose and 
at the same time not frighten away 
the investment of the necessary capi- 
tal. 
Hence it may be necessary by 


laws tbat are really only experimental 
to determine from their practical oper- 
ation what is the best method of se- 
curing the result aimed aft 


The extent of the value of phos- 


phate is hardly realized, and with the 
need that there will be for It as the 
years roll on and the necessity for fer- 
tilizing tho land shall become more 
acute this will be a product which will 
probably attract tbe greed of monopo- 
lists. 


With respect to the public land which 


lies along the streams offering oppor- 
tunity to convert water power Into 
transmissible electricity, another im- 
portant phase of the public land ques- 
tion is presented. There are valuable 
water power sites through all the pub- 
lic land states. 
The opinion is hold 


that the transfer of sovereignty from 
the federal government to the territo- 
rial governments as they become states 
Included the water power in the rivers 
except so far as that owned by ripari- 
an proprietors.

Water Power Important. 


The development .in-electrical appli- 


ances for the conversion of the. watei 
power into electricity to be transmit, 
ted long distances' has progressed sc 
far that it is no longer problematical, 
but it is a certain inference that in-.the 
future the power of the water falling 
in the streams to a large extent will 
take the place Of natural fuels. . 


In the disposition of the domain al- 


ready granted many water power sites 
ha ve come under absolute 'ownership 
and may drift into one ownership, so 
that all the water power under private 
ownership shall be a monopoly. If, 
however, the water power sites now 
owned by the government—and there 
are enough of them—shall be disposed 
of to private persons for the invest- 
ment of their capital In such n way aa 
to prevent their union for purposes ol 
monopoly with other water power 
sites and under conditions that shall 
limit the right of use to not exceeding 
fifty years with proper means for de- 
termining a reasonable graduated rent- 
al nnd with some equitable provision 
for fixing terms of renewal, it would 
seem entirely possible to prevent the 
absorption of these most useful lands 
by a power monopoly. As long as the 
government retains control and can 
prevent then? improper union with 
other plants competition must be main- 
tained and prices kept reasonable. 


In considering the conservation of 


the natural resources of the country 
the feature that transcends all others, 
Including woods, waters, minerals, Is 
the soil of the country. It is incum- 
bent upon the government to foster by 
all available means the resources of 
the country that:produce the food of 
the people. To this end the conserva- 
tion of the soils of the country should 
be cared for with all means at the gov- 
ernment's disposal. 
Their productive 


powers should have the attention of 
bur scientists that we may conserve 
the new soils, improve the old soils, 
drain wet soils, ditch swamp soils, 
levee river overflow soils, grow trees 
on thin soils, pasture hillside soils, ro- 
tate crops on all soils, discover meth- 
ods for cropping dry land, soils, .find 
grasses nnd legumes for ali soils, feed 
grains and mill feeds on the farms 
where they originate that the soils 
from which they come may be en- 
riched. 
Department of Agriculture's Good Work 


A work of the utmost importance.to 


Inform and instruct the public on this 
chief branch of the conservation of our 
resources is being carried on success- 
fully in the department of agriculture, 
but it ought not to escape p'.ibllc at- 
tention that state action in addition to 
that of the department of agriculture— 
as, for instance, in the drainage of 
swamp lands—is essential ,to the best 
treatment of the soils In the manner 
above indicated. 


The act by which in sernlarid parts 


of the public domain the area of the 
homestead has been enlarged from ICO 
to 320 acres has resulted most benefi- 
cially in the extension of "dry farm- 
lug" 
and in the demonstration which 


has been 
made of the possibility 


through a variation in tbe character 
and mode of culture of raising sub- 
stantial crops without the presence of 
such a supply of water as hns been 
heretofore thought to be necessary for 
agriculture. 


But there are millions of acres of 


completely arid land in the public do- 
main which by the establishment of 
reservoirs for the storing of water and 
the irrigation of the lands may be 
made much more fruitful and produc- 
tive than the best lands In a climate 
where the moisture comes from the 
clouds. 
Congress recognized the im 


portance of this method of artificial 
distribution of water on the arid lands 
hy the passage of the reclamation act. 
The proceeds of the public lands cre- 
ate the fund to build the works need- 
ed to store and furnish the necessary 
water, and it was left to the secretary 
of tbe interior to determine what proj- 
ects should be selected among those 
suggested and to direct the reclama 
tion service, with the funds at hand 
nnd through the engineers In Its em- 
ploy, to construct the works. 


No one can visit the far west and 


the country of arid and semiarid lands 
without being convinced that this is 
one of the most important methods of 
the conservation of our natural re- 
sources that the government hns enter- 
ed upon. It would appear thut over 
thirty projects have boon undertaken 
and that a few of these nrn likely to 
bo unsuccessful because of lack of 
water or for other rensons, but gen- 
erally tho work which has been done 
hns been well done, nnd many Impor- 
tant engineering problems have been 
met nnd solved. 


Governrnint Should Ho!p Settlors,

not exceeding' ^gO.OOO.OOO of bonds 
from time to time, as the secretary of 
the interior- shalUflnd it 'necessary, the 
proceeds to be applied to the comple- 
tion of the projects already begun and 
their proper extension and the bonds 
running ten years or more, to be taken 
up-by:the proceeds of returns to the 
reclamation fund,: which returns as 
the years' go on will Increase rapidly 
i n amount.

\ There is. no doubt at'all. that if these 
bonds .were'to be allowed to run. ten 
years the 'proceeds' from the public 
lands, .together .with the rentals for 
water f urhiahed through the eomplet- 
Id enterprise's, wbuld quickly create-a 
sinking fund large enough to retire the 
bonds within the time specified. 
1 


hope that, while the statute shall pro- 
vide that these bonds are to be paid 
out of the reclamation fund, it will be 
drawn in such a .way as to secure in- 
terest at the lowest rate and that the 
credit of the United States will be 
pledged for their redemption. 


I urge consideration - of. the recom- 
mendations of the secretary of the in- 
terior in his annual report for amend- 
ments of the reclamation act, propos- 
ing other relief for settlers on these 
projects.. 


Respecting the comparatively small 


timbered areas on tbe public domain 
not ineiuded In national forests be- 
cause of their isolation or their spe- 
cial value for agricultural or mineral 
purposes it is apparent from tho evils 
resulting by virtue of the imperfec- 
tions of existing laws for the disposi- 
tion of timber lands tbat the acts of 
June 3, 1878, should be repealed and a 
law enacted for the disposition of the 
timber at public sale, the lands after 
the removal of the timber to be sub- 
ject to appropriation under tha ag- 
ricultural or mineral land Jaws. 


What I have said is really-an epit- 


ome of the recommendations of the 
secretary, of the interior In respect to 
the future conservation of the public 
domain In his present annual report. 
He hns given close attention to the 
problem of disposition of these lands 
under such conditions as to invite the 
private capital necessary to their de- 
velopment on tho one hand and tho 
maintenance of the restrictions neces- 
sary to prevent monopoly and abuse 
from absolute ownership on the other. 


These recommendations are incor- 


porated in bills he has prepared, and 
they are at the disposition of the- con- 
gress. I earnestly recommend that all 
tho suggestions .which he has made 
with respect to these lands shall be 
embodied in statutes, nnd especially 
that the withdrawals already made 
shall be validated so far as necessary 
and that the authority of the secre- 
tary of the interior to withdraw lands 
for the purpose of submitting recom- 
mendations as to future disposition o£ 
them where new legislation is needed 
shall be made completed and unques- 
tioned. 


Must Maintain Forests. 


The forest reserves of the United 


States, some 190,000,000 acres in ex- 
tent, nre under the control of the de- 
partment of agriculture, with author- 
ity adequate to preserve them and to 
extend • their growth so far as that 
may be practicable. The importance 
of the maintenance of our forests can- 
not be exaggerated. The possibility ot 
a scientific treatment of forests so 
that they shall be made to yield a 
large return In timber without really 
reducing the supply has been demon- 
strated in other countries, and we 
should work toward the standard sel 
by them as far as their methods are 
applicable to our conditions.

ward of seven of these dams have al- 
ready been constructed, and six are 
under construction, while the total re- 
quired is fifty-four.

It seems to me that in the develop- 


ment of, our inland waterways it 
would be wise to begin with this par- 
ticular project and carry it through as 
rapidly as may be. I assume from re- 
iable information that It can be con- 
itructed economically ha ten years. I 
recommend, therefore, that the present 
congress in the liver and harbor bill 
make provision for continuing con- 
tacts to complete this improvement, 
and I shall recommend In the future, 
f it be necessary, that bonds be' issuedi 
to carry it through. 


What-has been said of-the Ohio river 
s true in a less complete way of the 
.mprovement of the upper Mississippi 
from-St. Paul to St. Louis to a con- 
stant depth of six feet, and of the Mis- 
souri from Kansas City to St. Louis to 
a constant depth of six feet, and from 


t. Louis to Cairo of a depth of eight 


feet. These projects have been pro- 
nounced practical by competent boards 
of army engineers, their cost, has -been 
estimated, and there is business which 
will follow the improvement. 


Traffic Is Increasing. 


As' these Improvements are being 


made and the traffic encouraged by 
:hem shows itself of sufficient Impor- 
ance the improvement of the Missis- 
sippi beyond Cairo down to the gulf, 
which is now going on with the main- 
tenance of a depth of nine feet every- 
where, may be changed to another and 


renter depth if the necessity for It 


shall appear to arise out of the traffic 
which can bo delivered on the river at 
Cairo. 


I am informed that the investigation 


by the waterways commission in Eu- 
rope shows that the existence of a, wa- 
terway by no means' assures traffic 
unless there is trafflc'adapted to water 
carriage at cheap rates at one end or 
the other of tho stream. It also ap- 
pears in Europe that the depth of ths 
non-tidal streams Is rarely more than 
six feet and never more than ten. But it 
Is certain that enormous quantities'of 
merchandise are transported over- the 
rivers and canals in Germany and 
France and England, and lit-is also cer- 
tain that the existence of such meth- 
ods of traffic materially affects the 
rates which the railroads charge, and 
it is the best regulator of those rates 
that we have, not even excepting the 
governmental regulation through the 
interstate commerce commission. For 
this reason I hope that this congress 
will take such steps that it may be 
called the innugurator of the new sys- 
tem of inland waterways. 


For reasons which it Is not neces- 


sary here to state congress has seen 
fit to order nn investigation into the 
interior department and tbe forest 
service of the agricultural department 
The results of that Investigation are 
not needed to determine the value of 
and the necessity for the new legisla- 
tion which I have "recommended in re- 
spect to the public lands and in respect 
to reclamation. 
1 earnestly urge that 


the measures recommended be taken 
up and disposed of promptly without 
awaiting the investigation which has 
been determined upon.

This surely is a come-down for 
Mr. Morse and other frenzied financiers who are wending their way to the 
Atlanta prison. But if they are well fed and clothed and kept .in good, 
healthy condition for lO'/ic a day, how is it that some of our penal institu- 
tions in this'grand old Commonwealth of Massachusetts find it impossible 
to maintain their prisoners on sums ranging from five to ten times that 
amount? Looks queer, doesn't it? 


PAMPERING SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


The "no-school" bell rang the other day, and the puzzle was to find 


out why. 
There was a slight flurry of snow, to be sure, but the day was 


ideal, and no child could be injured in the least by going to or coming from 
school. How in the world did wn manage fo live in the old days when there 
was no such a thing as a "no-school" bell? 
The men and women of today 


had to go to school in all kinds of weather when they were children, and it 


• did them good. They did not have fancy ventilating or heating-systems and 
., they were not pampered us are the school children of today, and yet they 


'managed to live and grow into healthy meu and women. How in the world 
we escaped the germs and the contamination of a stove-heated sckool- 
.room, to say nothing of the rigors of a New England winter, is more than 
we can explain. 
There is such a. thing as overdoing a fad, and we feel 


satisfied that the "no-school" bell fad as well as some of the heating and 
ventilating fads are very much overdone. 


THE STREET CAR "DRUNK." 


The burning question now is what to do with "drunks" on street cars, 


and a serious question it is. If the street railway companies permit drunken 
men, particularly in suburban' districts, to ride with decent passengers all 
hours of the night and day, are they imposing on those who should be pro- 
tected from the annoyance and danger that 
always 
follows 
enforced 


association with frenzied, filthy and criminal Characters? It does seem as 
if the riding public should not be obliged to put up with any sued discom- 
fort or danger. Still on the other hand, what shall we do with the stag- 
gering drunkard who finds himself far from home and unable to walk? He 
offers the price of transportation and wants to be carried to his home. 
To 


leave him on the roadside would be inhuman, for then he would be likely to 
meet death from frost or be run over in the dark by a passing car. It is 
impossible to hand a "drunk" over to an officer when there is no officer in 
sight. It in impossible for a conductor to call for help when there are no 
means at his command. 
It is impractical to patrol a trolley line from one 


end to the other to prevent turbulence and disaster. What then is best to 
do? 
Conductors can be licensed as special policemen, to be sure, but they 


have other duties besides subduing and handcuffing drunken men. In some 
parts of Europe a small vestibule which is in reality n temporary cell is pro- 
vided in certain cars where "drunks" or criminals are chained up until they 
reach the nearest police ccntro. 
But this would be undesirable because 


of the howling and turbulence that such an operation would inflict upon the 
passengers. What then shall we do? Perhaps the only thing to do is to 


give, it up. 


THE TROUBLES OF THE TROLLEY ROADS. 


Many investors wonder why it is that the securities of street railway 


or trolley lines'do not command the price or inspire the confidence in the 
"market that is enjoyed by the securities of steam railroads, electric light 
and gas companies and oilier similar public service corporations. 
The 


reason is very simple. Take the case of mi eleclrie light company: When 
ihe management finds I hat the cost of Inb'or and material lias gone up to a 
point where.they are unable Io earn enough to pay reasonable dividends, 


. together wilh (he interest and principal of their bonded obligations, they 
simply raise the rate per kilowatt for power or liglit, and the public, with- 
out a murmur, pays the price.' When a gas .company finds itself in this same 
condition the price of gas is advanced, and there is only a temporary howl. 
In Ihe case of the steam railroad the price of transportation tickets is 
raised and the freight rates are increased just enough to moot the require- 
ments, and the public submits.' "Bui 'with the street railway it is entirely 
different. 
No matter how high Ihe cost of labor and raSt^nnl may bo; no 


matter how many snow storms 'or other calamities -may befall them, any 
attempt to raise the price of street car fares beyond five cents is simply 
impossible, for Ihe public will not submit to it. The street car pa Iron will 
pay five cents and no more. He. will walk a mile rather 
(ban 
pay 
six- 


cents for a street car ride. When I ho public temper is up people can walk 
if they want Io, but it is impossible to secure giis or electric light, or Ihe 
transportation of freight in any other way except by paying 
the 
price 


demanded. 
This is why so ninny suburban trolley lines are in financial 


trouble and why none but the lines sewing congested centres can show 
earnings which bring financial credit. 
In the. congested centres Ihe five 


cent carfare earns a prufil, but for (he long suburban haul it is n loss in 
nearly every inslnncc. 
Were it not for Ihe earnings made in Ihe thickly 


nettled localities (here is not a sired railway company in the country today 
that could meet its oblignlionK nnd pay dividends. This has perplexed the 
iiblest minds in street railway management, for years, nnd as yet they are 
unable to Holvo Ihe puzzle. 
Tlio lalcst suggestion is that the fare be loll at 


five cents everywhere, but that the length of riilo for u nieklo in suburban 
sections bo shortened. This will doubtless 1m tried in many places where 
Iho losses *irc burdensome, but. whether it will work or not remains to be 
neon. One thing is certain, the inventor of tho I'uluro will fight nliy of the 
(stock nnd'bonds of Btrant railway companies until fiomo method is devised 
for protecting tbo mrningomont ngninst tho fluctuation!* in tho cost of labor 
mid mfttcrinl wliilo tho street carfare remains fixed At five cents. Tho man 


this perplexing problem will certainlyi become 'famous. ,

"In several departments there is 


presented the necessity for legislation 
looking to the further conservation of 
our national resources, and tile sub- 
ject Is one of such Importance as to 
require a more detailed and extended 
discussion than can be entered upon 
in this communication. For that rea- 
son I 'shall take an early opportunity 
to send a special message to congress 
on the subject of the improvement of 
our waterways; upon the reclamation 
and irrigation of arid, semiariil and 
swamp lands; upon the preservation 
.pf our forests and the reforesting of 
suitable areas; upon the rcclasslflca- 
tiou of the public domain with a view 


j open up regions In the west then 
most Inaccessible. 
All the principal 


land statutes were enacted more than 
a quarter of a century ago. The bome- 
Btead act, the pre-emption and timber 
culture act, the coal land and the min- 
ing acts were among these. The rapid

Among the most noteworthy reforms 


initiated by my distinguished prede- 
cessor w.ere the vigorous prosecution of 
.land frauds and the bringing to public

further spoliation, for the maintenance 
and extension of our forest resources 
and for the enactment of laws amend- 
ing the obsolete statutes so as to. retain 
governmental control over that part of 
the public domain In which there are 
valuable deposits of coal, of oil and of 
phosphate and, in addition thereto, to 
preserve control under conditions fa- 
vorable to the public of the lauds along 
the streams In which the fall of water 
can be mnde to generate power to be 
transmitted in the form of electricity 
many miles to the point of its use, 
known a.s "water power" sites. 


The investigations into violations of 


the public land laws and the prosecu- 
tion of land frauds have been vigor- 
ously continued under my administra- 
tion, as has been the withdrawal of 
coal lands for classification and valua- 
tion and the temporary withholding of 
power sites. 


Since March 4, 
3000. temporary 


withdrawals of power sites have been 
made on 302 streams, and these with- 
drawals therefore cover 229 per cent 
more streams than were covered by 
the withdrawals made prior to that 
date.

the water power. 


Water Power Important. 


The development in. electrical appli- 


ances for the conversion of- the watei 
power into electricity to 'be transmit- 
ted long distances has progressed sc 
fan that it is no longer problematical, 
but it is a certain _infereuce that in- the 
future the power'of the water falling 
in the streams to a large extent will 
take the place of natural fuels. 


Iu the disposition of the domain al- 


ready granted many water power sites 
have come under absolute ownership 
and may drift Into one ownership, so 
that all tbe water power under private 
ownership shall be a monopoly. 
If, 


however, the water power sites now 
owned by the government—and there 
are enough of them—shall be disposed 
of to private persons for the invest- 
ment of their capital in such a way as 
to prevent their union for purposes of 
monopoly with other water power 
Bites and under conditions that shall 
limit the right of use to not exceeding 
fifty years with proper means for de- 
termining a reasonable graduated rent- 
al and with some equitable provision 
for fixing.terms of renewal, it would 
seem entirely possible to prevent the 
absorption of these, most useful lands 
by a power monopoly. As long as the 
government retains control and can 
prevent their Improper union with 
other plants competition must be main- 
tained and prices kept reasonable. 


In considering the conservation of 


the natural resources of the country 
the feature that transcends all others, 
ncludlng woods, .waters, minerals, is 
:he soil of the country. It is incum- 
Dent upon the government to foster by 
Ell available means the resources of 
:be country that produce the food of 
.he people. To this end the conserva- 
:iou of the soils of the country should 
je cared for with all means at the gov- 
ernment's disposal. Their productive 
powers should have the attention of 
our scientists (hat we may conserve 
:he new soils, improve the old soils, 
drain wet soils, ditch swamp soils, 
evee river overflow soils, grow trees 
on thin soils, pasture hillside soils, ro- 
tate crops on nil soils, discover meth- 
ods for cropping dry land soils, find 
rasses and legumes for all soils, food 


grains and mill feeds on the farms 
where they originate thnt tbe soils 
rom which they come may be en- 
riched, 
department of Agriculture's Good Work 


A work of the utmost importance to 


nform and instruct the public on this 
hief branch of the conservation of our 
csources is being carried on success- 
ully In tbe department of agriculture, 
jut it ought not to escape public at- 
ention that state action In addition to 
hat-of the department of agriculture— 
s, for instance, in the drainage of 
wamp lands—is essential to the best 
reatment of the soils in the manner 
hove indicated. 
Tbe act by which in somiarid parts 
f the public domain the area of the 
homestead has been enlarged from ICO 
o 320 acres has resulted most benefl- 
ially in the extension of "dry farm- 
ng" and In the demonstration which 
las been 
made of the 
possibility 


hrough a variation in the character 
ind mode of culture of raising sub- 
itantial crops without the presence of 
iuch n supply of water as lins been 
heretofore thought to be necessary for 
agriculture. 


But there -are millions of acres of 
•ompletely arid land iu the public do- 
nain which by .the establishment of 
csorvolrs for the storing of water and 
he irrigation of the lands may be 
made much more fruitful and produc- 
ive than the best lands in a climate 
where the moisture comes from the 
•loufls. 
Congress recognized the im- 


lortance of this method of artificial 
listribulion of water on the arid lands 
>y the passage of the reclamation act. 
1'he proceeds of tbe public lands cre- 
ate the fund to build the works need- 
d to store and furnish the necessary 
water, nnd It was left to the secretary 
f the inlerior to determine what proj- 
ects should be selected among those 
uggested and to direct the reclama- 
ion service, with the funds at hand 
ind through the engineers in Its cm- 
iloy, to construct the works. 


No one can visit the far west and 
he country of arid and semtarid lauds 
vithout being convinced that this is 
me of the most important methods of 
ho conservation of our natural re- 
lources that the government has enter- 
^d upon. It would appear that over 
hlrty projects have been undertaken 
nd that a few of those aro likely to 
10 unsuccessful because of lack of 
rater or for other reasons, but gen- 
Tally the work which has been done 
ins boon well done, and many impor- 
ant engineering problems have boon 
net. and solved. 


Government Should Help Sottlert. 
Ono of the dinicultles which linvo] 


irlson is that too many projects In 
'low of the available funds hnvo boon 
ipt on foot. The funds available under 
ho rcclnlmatlon statnlo aro Inadequate 
o complete- thoao projects within a 


otmblo time. And yet the projects 


lave boon liogutu Settlors hnvo boon 
nvltort to tako up nnd In many In- 
ntnncrs l.nvo tnlton up 
tho public 


within tho prcjccts, iftlytiif 


their prompt completion 
The failure 


to complete the projects tqr their bene- 
fit is, in effect, a. breach of faith, aad 
leaves them In a most distressed con 
ditton 
I urge that the nation ought 


to afford. the means;, to, lift .them '.out 
of -the very desperate condition; in 
which they now are. This condltiot 
does not indicate any excessive waste 
or any corruption on the part of the 
reclamation service. . 
'•- 
. " 


It only indicates an overzealous de- 


sire to extend'the'benefit'of reclama- 
tion to as many acres vand as many 
states as possible. I recommend, there- 
fore, that authority he given to'issue 
not exceeding $30,000,000Aof bonds 
from time to time, as the^ secretary ..of 
the interior shall find it necessary, the 
proceeds to be applied to the comple- 
tion of the projects already begun and 
their proper extension and the bonds 
running ten years or more, to be taken 
up by the proceeds of returns to the 
reclamation fund, which returns as 
the years go on will increase rapidly 
in amount. 
. 


There is no doubt at ail that if these 


bonds were to be allowed to run ten 
years the proceeds from 'the public 
lands, together with the rentals for 
water furnished through the complet- 
id enterprises, would quickly create a 
sinking fund large enough to retire tbe 
bonds within the time specified, 
I 


hope that, while the statute shall pro- 
vide that these bonds are to be paid 
out of the reclamation fund, it will be 
drawn in smcb a way as to secure in- 
terest at the lowest rate and that the 
credit of the' United States will be 
pledged for their redemption. 


I urge consideration of the recom- 


mendations of the secretary of the in- 
terior in his annual reporf for amend- 
ments of the reclamation act, propos- 
ing other relief for settlers on these 
projects. 


Hespecting the comparatively small 


timbered areas on the public domain 
not insiuded in national forests be- 
cause of their isolation or their spe- 
cial value for agricultural or mineral 
purposes it is apparent from the evils 
resulting by virtue of tbe imperfec- 
tions of existing laws for the disposi- 
tion of timber lauds that the acts of 
June 3, 1878, should be repealed and a 
law enacted for the disposition of the 
timber at public sale, the lands after 
the removal of the timber to be sub- 
ject to appropriation under the ag- 
ricultural or mineral land laws. 


What I have said is really an epit- 


ome of the recommendations of the 
secretary of the interior In respect to 
tbe future conservation of the public 
domain in his present annual report. 
He lias given close attention to the 
problem of disposition of these lands 
under such conditions as to invite the 
private capital necessary to their de- 
velopment on the one hand and the 
maintenance of the restrictions neces- 
sary to prevent monopoly and abuse 
from absolute ownership on the other. 


These recommendaTrons are incor- 


porated In bills be has prepared, and 
they are at the disposition of the con- 
gress. I earnestly recommend that all 
the suggestions which he 'has made 
with respect to these lands shall bo 
embodied in statutes, and especially 
that the withdrawals already made 
shall be validated so far as necessary 
and that the authority of the secre- 
tary of the interior to withdraw lands 
for the purpose of submitting recom- 
mendations as to future disposition of 
them where new legislation Is needed 
shall be made completed and unques- 
tioned. 


Must Maintain Forests. 


Tbe forest reserves of . tho . United 


States, some 100,000,000 acres In ex- 
tent, are under the control of the de- 
partment of agriculture, with author- 
ity adequate to preserve them and to 
exteud their growth so far as that 
may be practicable. The Importance 
of the maintenance of our forests can- 
not be exaggerated. The possibility of 
a' scientific treatment of forests so 
that they shall be made to yield; a 
large return in timber without really 
reducing the supply has been demon- 
strated in other countries, and we 
should work toward the standard set 
by them as far as their methods are 
applicable to our conditions. 
; 


Upward of 400,000,000 acres of for- 
est land in tills country are in private 
ownership, but only 3 per cent of it 
is being treated scientifically and with 
a view to the maintenance of the for- 
ests. The part played by the forests 
In the equalization of the supply ol 
water oii watersheds Is a matter ol 
discussion nnd dispute, but the general 
benefit to be derived by the public 
from the extension of forest lands on 
watersheds and the promotion of the 
growth of trees in places that are now 
denuded and that once had great, 
flourishing forests goes without saying. 
The control to be exercised over pri- 
vate owners in their treatment of the 
forests which they own Is a matter 
for state and not national regulation, 
because there is nothing In the con- 
stitution that authorizes the federal 
government to exercise any control 
over forests within a state unless the 
forests are owned in a proprietary 
way by tho federal government. 


It has been proposed, and a bill foi 


tho purpose passed tho lower houst 
in the last congress, that the national 
government 
appropriate a 
certain 


amount each year out of the receipts 
from the forestry business of the gov- 
ernment to institute reforestation al 
tho 
sources 
of 
certain 
navigable 


streams to be selected by the geologic- 
al survey, with a view to determining 
the practicability of thus Improving 
nnd protecting the streams for fed- 
eral purposes. I think a moderate ox- 
pondituro for each year for this purpose 
for n period of five or ten years would 
be of the i\i.most benefit In tho devel- 
opment of our forestry system. 


Improving Inland Waterways.

the Inland waterways. Ho would be 
blind, Indeed, who did not realize thnt

and other authority. \v"hen, however, 
a project of a definite character foi 
the improvement .of a waterway has 
been 'developed so that plans have 
been drawn, the cost, definitely estl-. 
mated and the traffic which will be "ac- 
commodated is reasonably probable, I 
think-It is the duty of congress'to un- 
dertake the project and .make provision 
therefor in the- proper appropriation 
bill.

One of the projects which answer 


'the description I have given is that ol 
introducing dams into the Ohio rivei 
from Plttsburg to Cairo, so as to main- 
tain at all seasons of the year bj 
slack'water a depth of nine feet. Up- 
ward of seven of these dams have al- 
ready been constructed, and six are 
under construction, while the total res- 
quired is fifty-four. The remaining 
cost is known to be $63,000,000. 


It seems to me that in the develop- 


ment of our inland'. waterways it 
would be wise to begin with this par- 
ticular project and carry-it through as 
rapidly as may be. I. assume from Te- 
llable information that'll can be'con- 
Btructed economically in ten years,'; I 
recommend, therefore, that the present 
congress in the' ilv'er and harbor 'bill 
make provision for continuing con- 
tracts to complete this improvement, 
and I shall recommend in the-future, 
If it be necessary,- that bonds be issued 
to carry it through. • ' 


What has been said of the Ohio river 


Is true.in.a less complete way of the 
Improvement of the upper Mississippi 
from St. Paul to St. Louis to a con- 
stant depth of six feet, and of the Mis- 
souri from Kansas City to St Louis to 
a constant depth of six feet, and from 
St. Louis to Cairo of a depth of eight 
feet. These projects have been pro- 
nounced practical by competent boards 
of army engineers, their cost has been 
estimated, and there is business which 
will follow the improvement. 


Traffic Is Increasing. 


As these improvements are being 


made and the traffic encouraged by 
them shows itself of sufficient .inipor- 
tance the Improvement of the Missis- 
sippi beyond Cairo down to the gulf, 
which is now- going on with the main- 
tenance of a depth of nine feet every- 
where, may be changed-to another and 
greater depth if the necessity for it 
shall appear to arise out of the traffic 
which can be delivered on the river at 
Cairo.. 


I am informed that the. investigation 


by the waterways commission in Eu- 
rope shows that the existence of a wa- 
terway -by: no, means .-assures traffic 
unless there is traffic adapted to water 
carriage at cheap rates at one end or 
the other of the stream. It also ap- 
pears In Europe that the depth of tbe 
non-tidal streams is rarely more than 
six feet and never more than ten. But it 
is certain that enormous quantities of 
merchandise are transported over the 
rivers and canals in Germany and 
Franco and England, and It is also cer- 
tain that the existence of such meth- 
ods of traflic materially affects the 
rates which the railroads charge, and 
it is the best regulator of those rates 
that we have, not even excepting the 
governmental regulation through ths 
interstate commerce commission. For 
this reason I .hope that. this congress 
will take such steps that It may be 
called the Inaugurator of the new sys- 
tem of inland waterways. 


For reasons which it Is not neces- 


sary here to state congress has seen 
fit to order an investigation into the 
interior department and the forest 
service of the agricultural 'department. 
The results of that investigation are 
not needed to determine the value of 
and the necessity for. the new legisla- 
tion which I have recommended in re- 
spect to the public lands and in respect 
to reclamation. I earnestly urge that 
the measures recommended be taken 
up and disposed of promptly without 
awaiting the Investigation which has 
been determined upon.

It will include, what Is more interest- 
ing; Crater lake and Mount Shasta and 
probably also Lake Tahoe, in the ex- 
treme southeastern corner, "that won- 
derful 'body of "water lying far up in a 
mountain altitude. 


Mount Shasta is a volcano, rumbling, 


grumbling and shuddering fromitlme to 
time, but • scientists say it has 
not 


erupted for SOO years. That it formerly 
suffered terrible eruptions Is shown by 
the immense masses of lava that have 
poured down Its sides and out beyond 
its .base. Crater lake was created by 
tUe violent explosion of Mount Manama, 
which blew Its own head oft ages ago 
when it was higher than Shasta, ac- 
cording1 to savants. Tills conclusion as 
to Mazama's original altitude was 
reached by a. process of comparative 
anatomy, so to sneak. The surface of 
the lake is 6,229 leet above tho sea. 
Around the lake, which Is six by five 
miles and of elliptical contour, rises a 
rim of stone, the broken mountain's ex- 
terior, from 1,000 to 2,000 feet above tho 
water. The walls are almost perpen- 
dicular. The lake Is 2,000 feet deep. 


Crater lake and Its environs. Includ- 


ing 295' square miles, have been a na- 
tional park by act of congress since 
1902. Recently railroad connection has 
been established, so that this marvel- 
ous phenomenon is easily accessible to 
tho tourist. 


Mount Shasta Is In Siskiyou county, 


Cal., the county whose name It Is pro- 
posed to bestow upon tho new state. 
This mountain, 14,442 feet high, pos- 
sesses features of Interest that belong 
to no other big wart on tho earth's face. 
Shasta Is r.ot properly n peak. It be- 
longs In tho Sierra range. Sierra means 
saw toothed.

PAMPERING SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


The "no-school" bell rang the other day, and the puzzle was to find 


out why. There was a slight 'flurry of snow, to be sure, but the day was 


. ideal, and no child could be injured in the least by going to or coming from 


school.. How in tho world did we manage to live^in the old days when there 
was no such a thing as a "no-school" bell? The men and women of today 
had to go to school in all kinds of weather when they were children, and it 
did them good. They did not have fancy ventilating or heating systems and 
they were not pampered ns arc tho school children of today, and yet they 
managed to live and grow into healthy men and women. How in (be world 
we escaped the germs and (lie contamination of a stove-heated school-- 
room, to say nothing of the rigors of a New England winter, is more than 
•we can explain. There is such a thing, as overdoing a fad, and we feel 
satisfied that the "no-school" bell fad as well as some of the heating and 
ventilating fads are very much overdone. • 


THE STREET CAR "DRUNK." 


The burning question now is what to do with "drunks" on street cars, 


and a serious question it is. If the street railway companies permit drunken 


, men, particularly in suburban districts, to ride with decent passengers all 
hours of the night and day, are they imposing on those who should be pro- 
tected from the annoyance and danger that 
always 
follows 
enforced 


association with frenzied, filthy and criminal characters? It does seem as 
if the riding public should not be obliged to put up with any such discom- 
fort or danger. 
Still on the other hand, what shall we do with the stag- 


gering drunkard who finds himself far from home and unable to walk? He 
offers the price of transportation and wants ,to be carried to his home. To 
leave him on the roadside would bo inhuman, for then he would be likely to 
meet death from frost or be run over in the dark by a passing car. It is 
impossible to hand .a "drunk" over to an officer when there is no officer in 
sight. It is impossible for a conductor to call for help when there are no 
means at his command. 
It is impractical to patrol a trolley line from one 


end to the other to prevent turbulence and disaster. What then is best to 
do? 
Conductors e.an bo licensed as special policemen, to be sure, but they 


.have other duties besides subduing and handcuffing drunken men. In some 
parts of Europe a small vestibule which is in.,renlity a temporary cell is pro- 
vided in certain cnrs where "drunks" or criminals are chained up until they 
reach the nearest police centre. But this .would he undesirable because 
of the howling and turbulence that such an operation would inflict upon the 
passengers. What then shall we do? Perhaps the only thing to do is to 
give it up. 


THE TROUBLES OF THE TROLLEY ROADS. 


Many investors wonder why it is that (lie securities of street railway 


or trolley lines do not command the price or inspire the confidence in the 
market that is enjoyed by the securities of steam railroads, electric light 
and gas companies-and other similar public service corporations. 
The 


reason is very simple. Take the case of an electric light company: 
When 


the management finds that the cost of labor and material has gone up to a. 
point where they are unable'to earn enough to pay reasonable dividends, 
together wifh the interest and principal of their bonded obligations, they 
simply raise the rate per kilowatt for power or light, and the public, with- 
.oul a murmur, pays the price. When a gas .company fiudsdtse.lf in.lhis stxme, 
condition the price of gas is advanced, nnd there is only n temporary howl. 
In the case of the steam railroad the price of transportation tickets is 
raised and fhe freight rates are increased just enough to meet the require- 
ments, and the public submits. 
But with the street railway it is entirely 


different. 
No matter how high the cost of inbor and material may be; no 


matter how many snow storms or 'other' calamities may befall them, any 
attempt to raise the price of: street car fares beyond five, cents is simply 
impossible, for flic public will not. submit to it. The street car patron will 
pay five cents and no more, lie will walk a mile rather 
(hnn 
pay 
six 


cents for a .street car ride. When Ilie public temper is up people can wail; 
if they want to, but it is impossible (o secure gas or electric light, or the 
transportation of freight in any oilier way except by 
paying 
the 
price 


- demanded. 
This is why so many suburban trolley linos are in financial 


trouble and why none but tho lines serving congested centres can show 
earnings which bring financial credit:. 
In flic congested centres the five 


cent carfare earns a profit, but for the long suburban haul it is a IOPH in 
nearly every instance. Were it. not tor Hie earnings made in the thickly 
.settled localities there is not a slrcct railway company in the country (oday 
that could meet its obligations and pay dividends. -This has perplexed the 
ablest minds in Hired railway management for years, nnd as yet they are 
unable to solve the puzzle. The latest, suggestion is (hat tho fare, be lefl at 
five cfin'.s everywhere, but that tho lenglh of ride for a nickln in suburban 
sections be shortened. This will doubtless be tried in many plnc.oH where 
the losses aro burdensome, hut whether it will work or not remains to bo 


. t,cen. Ono thing is certain, th« investor of. the future- will flglil shy of the 


stock and linmlfi of street railway companies unfil some method is devised 
1'or pi'olerluiK the management against (lie llnclualions in Hie oust nf labor 
nnd miitcrial while the street cnrfdic •/cmniliH fixed at live cents, Tho m«n | 
wiio solves this perplexing problem will certainly become famous,

The President Takes up Matter 


of Public Lands 


Traffic on Inland Waters Also 


Discussed — He Says That a 
Heap of Talking Has Been 
Going on Over "Certain Ques- 
tions" 


Washington, Jan. 14.—President Taft 


gent the following message to con- 
gress: 
To the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives: . 
In my annual message I reserved 


the subject of the conservation of our 
national resources for discussion in a 
special message, as follows: 


"In several departments there is 


presented the necessity for legislation 
looking to the further conservation of 
our national resources, and the sub- 
ject Is'one of such'importance as to 
require a more detailed and extended 
discussion than cnn be entered upon 
ifi this communication. .For that rea- 
son I shall take an early opportunity 
to send a special message to congress 
on the subject of the improvement of 
our waterways; upon the reclamation 
and irrigation of arid, semfnrid and 
swamp lands; upon the preservation 
of our forests and the reforesting of 
suitable areas; upon the reclassifica- 
tion of the public domain with a view 
of separating from agricultural set- | 
tlement mineral, coal and phosphate 
lands and sites belonging to the gov- 
ernment bordering on streams suitable 
for the utilization of water power." 


In 1880 we had a public domain of 


1,055,911,283 acres. 
We have now 


731,354,081 acres confined largely to 
the mountain ranges and the arid and 
Semiarld plains. 
We have in addition 


308,035,975 acres of land in Alaska. 


The public lands were during the 


earliest administrations treated us a 
national asset for the liquidation of 
the public debt and as a spurco of re- 
ward for our soldiers and sailors. 
Later on they were donated in Inrge 


amounts in aid of the construction of 
wagon roads and railways in order to 
open up regions In the west then al- 
most inaccessible.. All the principal 
land statutes were enacted more than 
a quarter of a century ago. The home- 
stead act, the pre-emption and timber 
culture act, the coal land and the min- 
ing acts were among these. The rapid 
disposition of the public lands under 
the early statutes and the lax meth- 
ods of distribution prevailing, due, 1 
think, to the belief that these lauds 
should rapidly pass Into private own- 
ership, gave rise to the impression 
that the public domain was legitimate 
prey for the unscrupulous and that it 
was not contrary to good morals. to 
circumvent the land laws. This prod- 
igal manner of disposition resulted in 
the passing of large areas of valuable j 
land and many of our national re- 
sources into the hands of persons who 
felt little or no responsibility for pro- 
moting the national welfare through 
their development 
The truth Is that 


titles to millions of acres of public 
lands were fraudulently obtained and | 
that the right to recover a large part! 
of such lands for the government long' 
since ceased by reason of statutes of; 
limitation. 
j 


Great Public Concern. 
< 


There hag developed in recent years; 


a deep concern In the public mind re-j 
spectlng the preservation and proper 
use of our natural resources, This has 
been particularly directed toward the 
conservation of the resources of tho 
public domain. The problem Is how 
to save and how tp utilize, how tn 
conserve and still develop, for no 
Bane person can contend that It Is for 


the common good that nature* blcex! 
ings aie only for unborn jeneratlong 


Among the most noteworthy reforms 


Initiated by my- distinguished .prede- 
cessor were Ibo vigorous preseetftlori of 
land frauds and the bringing to-public 
attention 'of the necessity for preserv- 
ing the binniiilng public domain froni 
further .spoliation, for the maintenance 
and extension of our forest resources 
and for the enactment of laws amend- 
ing the obsolete statutes so as to retain 
governmental control over that part of 
the public domain in which there are 


I valuable deposits of coal. of. oil and of 


phosphate nml. in addition thereto, to 
preserve control under conditions fa- 
vorable to the public of the lands along 
the streams In which the fall of water 
can be made to generate power to be 
transmitted in the form of electricity 
many miles to llie point of its nsi>, 
known as "water power" sites. 


The investigations into violations of 


the public hind luws and the prosecu- 
tion of land frauds have been vigor- 
ously continued uuder my administra- 
tion, as has been the withdrawal of 
coal lands for classification and valua- 
tion and the temporary withholding of 
power sites. 


Since March 4, 1909, 
temporary 


withdrawals of power sites have been 
made on 102 streams, and these with- 
drawals therefore cover 220 per cent 
more streams than were covered by 
the withdrawals made prior to that 
date. 


The present statutes, except so far 


as they dispose of (he precious metals 
and the purely agricultural lauds, are 
not adapted tp carry out the modern 
view of the best disposition of public 
lands to private ownership under con- 
ditions offering on the one hand suffi- 
cient inducement to private capital to 
take them over for proper develop- 
ment, with restrictive conditions on 
the other whicli shall secure to the I 
public that character of control whicli 
will prevent a monopoly or misuse of 
the lands or their products. 


The power of the secretary of the 


Interior to withdraw from the opera- 
tion of existing statutes tracts of laud, 
the disposition of which under such 
statutes would be detrimental to the 
public interest, Is'not clear or satis- 
factory. 
This power has been exer- 


cised In the interest of the public, 
with the hope that congress might af- 
firm the action of the executive by 
laws adapted to the new conditions. 
Unfortunately, congress has not thus 
far fully acted on the recommenda- 
tions of the executive, and the ques- 
tion ns to what the executive Is to do 
Is, under the circumstances, full of 
uifflculty. 


It seems to me that it Is the duty 


of congress now, by a statute, to vali- 
ilate the withdrawals which have been 
made by the secretary of the Interior 
and the president and to authorize the 
secretary of the interior temporarily 
to withdraw lands pending submission 
to congress of recommendations as to 
legislation to meet conditions or emcr- 


fenclos as they arise. 


Should CI««lfyL«ndi. 


One of the most pressing needs in 


the :matter of public land -reform- is 
that lands should be classified accord 
Ing to their principal value or. use. 
This ought to be done by that depart- 
ment whose force Is best adapted to 
that work. It should be done by the 
Interior department through the geo- 
logical survey. 
Much of the confu- 


sion, fraud and contention which has 
existed in (he past has arisen from the 
lack of an official and determinative 
classification of the public lands and 
their contents. 


It Is now proposed to dispose of ag- 


ricultural lands as such and at the 
same time to reserve for other dis- 
position tho treasure of coal, oil, as- 
phaltum, natural gas and phosphate 
contained therein. This ruay he best 
accomplished by separating the right 
to mine from the title to the surface, 
giving the necessary use of so much 
of the latter as may be required for 
the extraction of the deposits. The 
surface -might be disposed of as agri- 
cultural land under the general agri- 
cultural statutes, while- the coal or 
other mineral could be disposed of by 
lease on.a royalty basis, with provi- 
sions requiring a certain amount of 
development each year, and in order 
to prevent the use and cession of such 
lands with others of similar charac- 
ter so as to constitute a monopoly for- 
bidden by law the lease should con- 
tain suitable provision subjecting to 
forfeiture the Interest of persons par- 
ticipating in such monopoly. 
Such 


law should apply to Alaska as well 
as to the United States. 


It is exceedingly difficult to frame a 


statute to retain government control 
over a property to be developed by 
private capital in such a manner as to 
secure the governmental purpose and 
•at the same time not frighten away 
the investment of the necessary capi- 
tal. 
Hence It may be necessary by 


laws that are really only experimental 
to determine from their practical oper- 
ation what is the best method of se- 
curing, the result aimed at 


The extent of the value of phos- 


phate is hardly realized, and with the 
need that there will be for it as the 
years roll on and tho necessity for fer- 
tilizing the land shall become more 
acute this will be a product which will 
probably attract the greed of monopo- 
lists. 


With respect to the public land which 


lies along the streams offering oppor- 
tunity to convert water power into 
transmissible electricity, another im- 
portant phase of the public land ques- 
tion is presented. .There are valuable 
water power sites through all the pub- 
lic land states. The opinion Is held 
that the transfer of sovereignty from 
the federal government to the territo- 
rial governments as they become states 
included the water power in the rivers 
except so far as that owned by ripari- 
an proprietors. 
I do not think it nec- 


essary to go into a discussion of this 
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land along the...stfwin;trqiu wl-icli the 
po\yer Is to be :c6nv,erted and trans- 
mitted owns landiTJvhich is Indispen- 
sable., to the^conversion• and'iuso oi 
that power. ;'I'<;anfiot;cDncelve how the 
power in streams Rowing through pub- 
lic lauds can be i^ade available at all 
except by; using the :3nna itself as tbe 
site for the construction "of the plaul 
by which the; powe^is generated and 
converted 'and securinga right of was 
thereover for-,traasmissi6n. lines. Un- 
der these conditions, If the government 
owns the adjaclent land, indeed ii 
the government, is the:riparian owner, 
it may control the 
• use .of the watei 


power by imposing proper conditions 
on the disposition "of the lijnd neces- 
sary in the creation and utilization ol 
the water power. 


Water Power Important, 


The development in electrical appli- 


ances for the conversion of the watei 
power into electricity to be transmit- 
ted long distances has progressed sc 
far that it is no longer problematical, 
but.it is a certain .inference that in the 
future tbe power of the water falling 
in the streams to a large extent will 
take the place of natural fuels. 


In the disposition of the domain al- 


ready granted ma'ny water power sites 
have come under absolute ownership 
and may drift into one ownership, so 
that all the water power under private 
ownership shall be a' monopoly. If, 
however, the water power sites now 
owned by the government—and there 
are enough of them—shall be disposed 
of to private persons for the invest- 
ment of their capital In such a way aa 
to prevent their union for purposes ot 
monopoly with other water power 
cites and under conditions that shall 
limit the right of use to not exceeding 
fifty years with proper means for de- 
termining a reasonable graduated rent- 
al and with some equitable provision 
for filing terms of renewal, it would 
seem entirely possible to prevent the 
absorption of these most useful lands 
by a power monopoly. As long ns the 
government retains control and can 
prevent their improper union with 
other plants competition must be main- 
tained and prices kept reasonable. 


In considering the conservation of 


the natural resources of the country 
the feature that transcends all others, 
Including woods, waters, minerals, is 
the soil of the c&untry. It is incum- 
bent upon the government to foster by 
nil available means the resources of 
the country that produce the food of 
the people. To this end the conserva- 
tion of the soils of the country should 
be cared for with all moans at the gov- 
ernment's disposal. Their productive 
powers should have the attention of 
our scientists that we may conserve 
the new soils, improve the old soils, 
drain wet soils, ditch swsimp soils, 
levee river overflow soils, grow trees 
on thin soils, pasture hillside soils, ro- 
tate crops on all soils, discover meth- 
ods for cropping dry land soils, find 
grasses and legumes for all soils, feed 
grains and mill feeds on tho farms 
where they originate that the soils 
from which they come may be en- 
riched. 


Department of Agriculture's Good Work 


A work of the utmost importance to 


Inform and instruct the public on this 
chief branch of the conservation of our 
resources is being carried on success- 
fully in the department of agriculture, 
but it ought not to escape public at- 
tention that state action in addition to 
that of the department of agriculture— 
as, for instance. In the drainage of 
swamp lands—is essential to the best 
treatment of the soils in the manner 
above indicated. 


Tbe act by which in semiarld parts 


of the public domain the area of the 
homestead has been enlarged from 100 
to 320 acres has resulted most benefi- 
cially in the extension of "dry farm- 
ing" and in tbe demonstration which 
has been made 
of the possibility 


through a variation in the character 
nnd mode of culture of raising sub- 
stantial crops without the presence of 
such n supply of water as has been 
heretofore thought to be necessary for 
agriculture. 


But there are millions of acres of 


completely arid land in tlie public do- 
main which by the establishment of 
reservoirs for the storing of water and 
the irrigation of the lands may be 
made much more fruitful and produc- 
tive than the best lands in a climate 
where the moisture comes from the 
clouds. 
Congress recognized the im- 


portance of this method of nrtiflclnl 
distribution of water on the arid lauds 
by tbe passage of the reclamation act. 
The proceeds of the public lands cre- 
ate the fund to build the works need- 
ed to store and furnish the necessary 
water, and It was left to the secretary 
of the interior to determine what proj- 
ects should be selected among those 
suggested and to direct the reclama- 
tion service, with the funds at hand 
and through the engineers in its em- 
ploy, to construct tho works. 


No one can visit the far west and 


the country of arid and semiarid lands 
without being convinced that this is 
one of the most Important methods of 
the conservation of our natural re- 
sources that the government has enter- 
ed upon. It would appear that over 
thirty projects have been undertaken 
and that a few of these arc likely to 
bo unsuccessful because of lack of 
water or for other reasons, but gen- 
erally the work which hns been done 
hns boon well done, and ninny; Impor- 
tant engineering problems have been 
met and solved. 


Government Should He!p Settlors. 
One of tho difllcultlea which have 


arisen is that ?oo many projects In 
view of tho available funds have beon 
Ret on foot The funds available under 
tho roclalmntlon statute are Inadequate 
to coinpleto theso projects within n 
rnanonnblo time. And ynt tho projects 
ImvB boon liepnin. Settlors hnvo boon 
Invited to tftlto up nnd in many In- 
stances linvo tnlion up tha public 
luud within tho projects, flying upon i 


leaves them'In a n.^^ „„,—,—«-,--• 
ditlon. . I •urge',i^at'the'iiatlou:oiiglJt 
to afford the beans to lift 'them'out 
of' the very.^desperate condition In 
which they now: are. 
This condition 


does not indicate any excessive waste 
or any corruption; on the part of the' 
reclamation service.. 
. ; . . • : • 
..»:. 


It only indicates an .overzealpus dev 


•sire to extend:the" benefit of reclama- 
tion to as many "aor.es and as many 
states as possible. I recommend; there- 
fore, that authority be given to issue 
not exceeding $80,000,000 
of- bonds 


from'time, to,time, as the secretary .of 
the interior shall find it necessary, the 
proceeds to be applied to the comple- 
tion of the projects already begun and 
their proper extension and the bonds 
running ten years or more, to be taken 
up by the proceeds of returns to the 
reclamation fund, which returns as 
the years go on will Increase rapidly, 
to amount. 
- . 
. 


There is no'.doubt at all that If these 


bonds were to be allowed to run ten 
years the proceeds from the public 
lands, together with the rentals for 
water furnished through the complet- 
ed enterprises, would quickly create a 
sinking fund large enough to retire the 
bonds within the time specified. 
I 


'hope that, while the statute shall pro: 
vide that these bonds are to be paid 
out of the reclamation fund, It will be 
drawn in such a way as to secure In- 
terest at the lowest rate and that the 
credit of the United "'States will be 
pledged for their redemption. 


I urge consideration of tbe recom- 


mendations of the secretary of the In- 
terior In his annual report for amend; 
ments of the reclamation act, propos- 
ing other relief for settlers on 'these 
projects. 


Respecting the comparatively small 


timbered areas on the public domain 
not Inshided in national forests be- 
cause of their isolation or their spe- 
cial value for agricultural or mineral 
purposes it Is apparent from the evils 
resulting by virtue of the imperfec- 
tions of existing laws for the disposi- 
tion of timber lands that the acts of 
June 3, 1878, should be repealed and a 
law enacted for tbe disposition of the 
timber at public sale, the lands after 
the removal of the timber to be sub- 
ject to appropriation under tbe ag- 
ricultural or mineral land laws. 


What I have said Is really an epit- 


ome of the recommendations of the 
secretary of the interior in respect to 
tho future conservation of the public 
domain in his present annual report. 
He hns given close attention to the 
problem of disposition of these lands 
under such conditions as to' invite the 
private capital necessary to their de- 
velopment on the one hand and the 
maintenance of the restrictions neces- 
sary to prevent monopoly and abuse 
from absolute ownership on the other. 


Theso recommendations are incor- 


porated in bills heTias prepared, and 
they are at the disposition of the con- 
gress. I earnestly recommend that all 
the suggestions which he has made 
with respecf to these lands shall bo 
embodied in statutes, and especially 
that the withdrawals already made 
shall be validated GO far as necessary 
and that the authority of the secre- 
tary of the interior to withdraw lands 
for the purpose of submitting recom- 
mendations as to future disposition of 
them where new legislation Is needed 
shall be made completed and unques- 
tioned. 


Must Maintain .Forests. 


The forest reserves of the United 


States, some 190,000,000 acres in ex- 
tent, are under the control of the de- 
partment of agriculture, with author- 
ity adequate to preserve them and to 
extend their growth so far as that 
may be practicable. The importance 
of the maintenance of our forests'can- 
not be exaggerated. Tbe possibility of 
a scientific treatment of forests so 
that they shall be made to yield a 
large return in timber without really 
reducing the supply has been demon- 
strated in other countries, and we 
should work toward the standard set 
by them as far as their methods are 
applicable to our conditions. 
Upward of 400,000,000 acres of for- 
est, land in this country are in private 
ownership, but only 3 per cent of it 
is being treated scientifically nnd with 
a view to the maintenance of the for- 
ests. The part played by the forests 
in the equalization of the supply ol 
water on watersheds is a matter ol 
discussion and dispute, but tbe general 
benefit to be derived by the public 
from the extension of forest lands on 
watersheds and the promotion of the 
growth of trees in places that are now 
denuded and that once had great, 
flourishing forests goes without saying. 
The control to be exercised over pri- 
vate owners in their treatment of the 
forests which they own is a mattei 
for state and not national regulation, 
because there is nothing In the con- 
stitution that authorizes the federal 
government to exorcise any control 
over forests within a state unless the 
forests are owned in a proprietary 
way by tho federal government. 


It has been proposed, and a bill foi 


the purpose passed the lower house 
In the last congress, that tho national 
government

from the forestry business of tho gov- 
ernment to institute reforestation at 
the 
sources

One of the projects which answei 


the description I have given Is that ol 
introducing dams into the- phip rlyei 
from Pittsburg to Cairo, ao as to main- 
tain at all seasons of the year by 
Black water a depth of nine feet. Up- 
w.ard of seven of. these dams have air 
ready Been constructed, and six are 
under construction, while the total re- 
quired Is fitty-four. The remaining 
cost Is knovrai to be 563,000,000. 


It seems to me that in the develop- 


ment of our Inland waterways It 
would be wise to begin: with.this par- 
tlcjilar project and carry'it through'as 
rapidly as may be. I assume from re- 
liable Information that It can be con- 
structed economically to ten years/- I 
recommend, therefore, that tho present 
congress in" the river and harbor /bill 
make provision for continuing con- 
tracts to complete this improvement, 
and'I shall recommend-to the future, 
If It be necessary, that-borids be Issued 
to carry it through. 


What has been said of the Ohio river 


Is true in a less complete way of the 
Improvement of the upper Mississippi 
from St. Paul to St. Louis to n con- 
stant depth of six feet; and of the Mis- 
souri from Kansas City to'St. Louis to 
a constant depth of six feet, and from 
St. Louis to Cairo of a depth of eight 
feet. 
These projects have been pro- 


nounced practical by competent boards 
of army engineers, their cost has been 
estimated, and there is business which 
will follow the Improvement. 


Traffic Is Increasing. 


AB these Improvements are being 


made and the traffic encouraged by 
them shows Itself of sufficient Impor- 
tance the Improvement of the Missis- 
sippi beyond Cairo down to the gulf, 
which Is now going on with the main- 
tenance of a depth of nine feet every- 
where, may be changed to another and 
greater depth if the necessity for it 
shall appear to arise out of the traffic 
which can be delivered on the river at 
Cairo. 


I am Informed that the Investigation 


by the waterways commission to BU: 
rope shows that the existence of a wa- 
terway by no means 'assures traffic 
unless there Is traffic adapted to water 
carriage at cheap rates at one end or 
the other of the stream. It also ap- 
pears In Europe that the depth of th» 
non-tidal streams Is rnroly more than 
six feet and never more than ten. But It 
is certain that enormous quantities of 
merchandise are transported over the 
rivers and canals in Germany and 
France and England, and it Is also cer- 
tain that the existence of such meth- 
ods of traffic materially affects the 
rates which the railroads charge, and 
it Is the best regulator of those rates 
that we have, not even excepting tbe 
governmental regulation through the 
Interstate commerce commission. 
For 


this reason I hope that this congress 
will take such steps that It' may be 
called the inaugurator of the new sys- 
tem of inland waterways. 


For reasons which it is not neces: 


sary here to state congress has seen 
fit to order an investigation Into the 
Interior department and the forest 
service of the agricultural department. 
The results of that Investigation ara 
not needed to determine the value of 
and the necessity for the new legisla- 
tion which I have recommended in re- 
spect to the public lands and In respect 
to reclamation. I earnestly urge that 
the measures recommended be taken 
up and disposed of promptly without 
awaiting the investigation which has 
been determined upon.

them. 


He gave the 100 boys the best idea 


of snakes they 
ever had, 
and 
he 


showed them that it is just as mean, 
cowardly, and unnecessary to kill the 
non-poisonous snakes as it would bu to 
torture a kitten to death. 
. The. treatment of snake bites was 
well stated. 
Williams told 
were bitten by a snake and they didn't 
know whether it was a poisonous one 
or hot, to look at the bite and If it left 
an impression like a long letter Lf. it 
need not be considered, for It was 
harmless, but if H left two little points 
or red spots in'the skin, that it was 
poisonous. To save the life of the cne 
bitten, the proper way is to stop the 
circulation of the blood at that noint. 
If on the flnffer. tie a strong thread 
about the finger and twist It hard by 
Inserting a nail or stick into the knot 
and turning it about. In that way the 
thread would be drawn tight around 
the llnser and would stop thn blood 
from circulating. .Then take a knife and 
cut the finger between the two small 
spots where the bite' was. 
Then suck 


the finger and draw out all the poison 
and blood possible and even if some of 
it should be swallowed it would not be 
dangerous, but' it would be bettor to 
eject it from-the mouth. 
Then seek a 


doctor. 


In this way he said no boy need sac- 


rifice his life to a snake bite.
